The Nebraska Floods. 
OmAHA, June . 
Passengers who arrived here yester- 
day from Pawnee county, on the first 
train since the flood, bring reports 
from that country showing very heavy 
damage to crops and corn in crib, 
which was soaked and ruined. A 
great number of hogs were drowned 
and houses damaged, as well as goods. 
In addition to the lives lost in other 
localities, previously reported, there 
were sixteen persons drowned in 
Nemaha county. Mr. Aker and wife, 
an old couple, attempted to escape toa 
place of safety, at Bakersford, and 
were drowned. On Sunday, at Cin- 
cinnati, which is located on the south 
fork of the Nemoha river, seven_miles 
below, a boat containing John 
Grubles’ family, consisting of his 
wife and four children, was upset by 
running against a tree, and the entire 
family ,except the man in charge were 
drowned. Mr. Grubles remained at 
his house for the returntrip of the 
boat, and thus escaped. All of the 
bodies except one child have been re- 
covered. The burial occurred yester- 
day. Seven members of a Bohemian 
family of tep, whose names are un- 
known, were also drowned near 
Bakersford, and two were drowned in 
Long Branch creek, near Table Rock. 


Damaged by Ficods-—Loss of Life’ 
OMAHA, June 23. 

W. C. Starker, who arrived here on 
the first train out of Pawnee county 
since the flood, states that the whole 
southern country was flooded by the 
tising of the Nemaha river. He also 
says John Barges and family, living 
near Cincinnati, Pawnee county, were 
compelled Sunday night by the floods 
to leave their home.

‘The Country Between Here 
and Susanville. 


HEALTHY AND PROSPEROUS VALLEYS 


A Fine Region (Closely Identified 


of Reno can form 
good idea of the country crossed 
by the road from here to Susanville 
by casting his eye over the land- 
scape seen from his own window. 
On the left side lies the steep moun- 
tain range broken into ever vary- 


ing grandeur, the shaggy coat of 
timber covering every point and 


sticking to every canyon, with only 
an occasional bald spot on the high- 
er places. On the right stretch the 
same brown hills with only an oc- 
casional clump of cedars to relieve 
the monotony. The first five miles 
from here are spent in getting out 
of the Truckee valley and the next 
six in crossing the high plateaw 
named after the well known pio- 
neer F. Lemmon, whose home ranch 
lies at the west end, and whose cat- 
tle and horse ranges run indefinitely 
in every direction. 
PRAVIN E MOUNTAIN 
makes a bold boundary on the south. 
|The N. & O. surrounds the valley 
on three Sides in an immense curve 
and crosses the ridge into Long val- 
ley at the old Pine place formerly 
owned by L. W. Lee, where Jim 
Evans now acts as host. The place 
is owned by Mr. Lemmon. Antelope 
creek comes down from the left, wa- 
tering the ranches of Phi Bates, 
Mr. Merritt and Mr. Webster. A 
narrow divide lies between it and 
Long valley, which flows through 
Snodgrass, Purdies and Blacks land, 
the two meeting at the Antelope 
ranch, (Oneida postoffice,) owned 
by Dave Evans.

Is reached at McFaddins, where 
W. T. C. Elliott lived in early days. 
G. W. Glasseock and L. P. Whit- 
ing raise famous fruit very close to 
Milford. The climate and soil 
both seem better adapted to apples 
than at Reno. At Milford S. A. 
Doyle keeps the large hotel, the 
postoffice and a livery stable. He 
also has a good orchard of 300 trees, 
and 17 acres of garden. He had 
some trouble with the codlin moth 
last year, but thinks it can be 
Killed out by careful work. Loomis 
is putting up a new saw-mill in 
place of the one burned, and H. E. 
simmers is repairing Dakin & Me- 
Clellan’s flour mill, and will soon 
be making flour. Mr. Loomis of 
Reno has quite a store, and is doing 
nicely. There is talk of building a 
new road from Milford, and also 
one from Janesville to Beckwith. 
It will go through Last Chance, 
Squaw and Clover Valleys, and will 
be 25 miles shorter. Jerry Tyler, 
the hay unloader, has a nice or- 
chard half a mile north of town. 
James Doyle, Mrs. Bood, Tom Ep- 
ly, D. Rice, Wm. Raiker and 
Kirby are 1 erous ranchers on 
the road. N. Clark has a very 
handsome house and grounds. The 
road through Honey Lake valley 
is in places lined with thick banks 
of roses, acres in extent. The 
bushes grow as thick as they can 
stand, aud four or five feet high.

GOOD SIZED OAKS 


Is found all through the foothills 
on the west side. The Piute In- 
dians do quite a portion of the 
farming. They work for a dollar a 
day, while white wages is $1 50. 
The mahalias get 75 cents, and will 
hoe more potatoes than the bucks. 
Several good school-lhouses along 
the line show tbat the settlers are 
alive to the needs of the growing 
idea.. A mile pe Ane ep, is 
a good sample, with a second stor 
used as a Good Templar’s lodge. It 
makes a prominent feature of the 
land At the north end of 
Honey lake lies two wide plats of 
fine land, the one nearest the road 
being known ae Michigan Flat, 
where Hoffman, Hy kin, J. 
Sharp and others have good ranches, 
watered by Baxter creek, a healthy 
stream flowing from tlie timber. 
The other is at the mouth of Susan 
river, and is called the Tule Con- 
federacy. Barham, Maroney, the 
Dunns, Mr. Leath and others farm 
it. The road to their settlement 
strikes offat Buntingville, where 
Blum & Alexander have a store, 
Mr. MeGrannihan a hotel and J. 
D. Byers a saw-mill, ranch, etc. 
On the way to Janesville Len. 
Hicks, Mrs. Parker and Mrs. Parks, 
whose husband was kilied by the 
train in Reno, live. At Janesville 
Mr. Meylert, the stage proprietor, 
has headquarters, Mr. Bailey — 
a hotel, and there is also a black- 
smith shop, and Dakin & Mcvtlel- 
lan have a very fine and large 
flour mill. The town is pictur- 
esquely located in a grove of pine 
trees. Two miles from town 
Wiley Corneilson is putting up a 
fine saw-mill. From  Janes- 
ville there two roads 
to Susanville, one running 
t the ranches of D. C.
